Previsions of the Currency Measure 
Now Fending Before Congress, 

\V.\siiixi.roN, Jau. 2!1.— The enobling 
act introduced by Chairman Springer, 
carrying out the President's suggestions, 

fie it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives ollhe I'uited States of 
America, in congri ks assembled, that in 
order to enable the secretary of the 
tioiiMiry to procure and maintain a suf- 
ficient gold reserve to redeem and re- 
tire I 'nited .States legal tender notes and 
treasury notes issued under the act of 
July 14, 1890, entitled, "An act dinetiug 
the purchase of silver bullion and the 
issue of treasury notes thereon, and for 
r purpose*," he is hereby authorized 
MS and sell at not less than par, in 
gold except as provided in section I of 
this act, United States registered or 
•oupon bonds in denominations of f'JO 
and f.'rO and nuitiples of said sums 
respectively payable oO years after in 
gold coin of the United States, of the 
•nt weight and (lueness and bearing 
• st at a rate nut exceeding ;l per 
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Unittd Slates or elsewhen as may be 
teemed most ad\antag< alii ro tho inter- 
ests of the government. 

Sec. 2. That w believer any other legal 
t. mler MSN or treasury notes shall be re- 
deemed iu gold they shall he cmcellcd 
and not leitsm d; and the secreiary of the 
treasury is hereby authorized in hi* dit-

Hon. T. K. WilBon, of New York, per- 
haps the most eminent writer of modem 
times, says, "To be houest a dollar must 
be worth as much without the govern- 
ment stamp as with it." Again, "A 
gold dollar is honest ; for no part of its 
value ihqiends upon the treasury stamp." 
Crank ! mossback ! superstition ! 

Francis A. Walkeraays of hsOwTSlll 
ble paper money, "KcononiisU have 
generally agreed to deny the title, money, 
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all against me. Francis Walker says 
not. Who wright ? 

Hear Walker again, "The man who 
in Uncut i h government issues (Uat money I 
without being prepared to show tbut 
they will uot be so abused as to do more 
of evil than ol benefit, is not entitled to 
be heard " They are all ugaiust inei?)

He 
is a better Populist than mathematicion. 
Had he llgnred, he would have found 
that f'.'il OS per ounce makes t*M grains 
worth |l MOM a little more than a dol- 
lar. 

"J. H. A." seems to be entirely igno- 
rant of the meaning of "intrinsic value" 
as used by economists. He makes a long 
argument to show that gold would lose 
it* value, were there no demand for it, 
and then asks, "will the Professor still 
maintain that the purchasing |mwer of 
'-':i grains of gold would not be dimin- 
ished? If I say yes, it will lie diminish-

when stamped as a legal tender, has 
money value ; take the stamp off and it 
loses its value, (iohl or silver when 
stamped as legal tenders, have intrinsic 
value and money value also.
